SCHOOL REPORT: 


PENACOOK DISTRICT, NO. 7, 1901-1902. 


There have been in session during the. past year four graded 
schools, with a total registration of 189 pupils, with an increased 
membership in the lower grades or primary school, keeping this 
school full to overflowing most of the time. 

The result of the compulsory law compelling attendance while 

public schools are in session till fourteen years of age, has kept 
many children in school, who wouid otherwise have dropped out, 
and do, as soon as that age is attained, consequently diminishing 
the number as they advance to the higher grades. 
At the end of the school year 1901, Miss Robertson and Miss 
Hall resigned. Miss Robertson had been instructor in the seventh, 
eighth and ninth grades, or second grammar school, for four years ; 
she was an able teacher, conscientious and devoted to her work. 
Miss Hall was instructor in the first grammar, or fifth and sixth 
grade work; she was an experienced and valued teacher, and a 
loss to the school by her retirement. 

School opened September 9, 1901, with the following teachers : 
Miss Harriet Emmons, second grammar; Miss Clara Furbush, 
first grammar; Miss Mina Pike, second primary; Miss Mary 
McGuire, first primary,—continuing through the year with 
marked success. We were fortunate in securing the services of 
such able teachers. 

Miss Pike and Miss McGuire have fully maintained their 
already well established reputations as first-class teachers. And 
it can here be said, that the basis of a good school is a good. 
teacher, and the success of a school is due largely to the person- 
ality of the teacher in charge. Asis the teacher so is the school, 
and the continued success of our schools depends upon the char- 
acter and fitness of those placed in chawge of the pupils. 

It is unnecessary to call attention to the work of the janitor, 
the condition of the buildings and grounds is sufficient.

BOSCAWEN TOWN SCHOOL DISTRICT. 


To say we are satisfied would mean not to try for a higher 
standard for our schools, and no true teacher ever succeeds as 
well as they would like. 

Our teachers the past year have labored hard for their schools, 
and if parents, whose obligation to their children is just as true 
as that of child to parent, would provide means for their children 
to attend all the time school is in session, even if they are needed 
at home to work, schools would be better. 

The spirit of sending the child just enough to clear the law, is 
not fitting him for an after life of usefulness. | 

We have been able to provide a little longer school year for all 
the schools than for the past two or three years, the Gulf and 
North Water Street schools are stillin session with good teachers, 
as they did not have as long a winter term last year as the other 
schools, and also on account of sickness it had seemed best to 
close for a while. 

The smallpox scare during this last term caused many marks 
in the registers of the schools that kept in session during that time ; 
in one way it was a help for it caused many to have their chil- 
dren vaccinated who had: not attended to it before, and we must 
not question its being a help when we see the amount of money 
that same vaccination cost the town. 

Three schoolhouses have been painted on the outside during the 
past year, and the fence built at the Plain, and it seems now as 
though the Gulf schoolhouse should have its long needed repairs. 
During a strong wind recently the schoolhouse at High street was 
damaged to the extent of perhaps thirty-five dollars. Such a bill 
as that we cannot help, but parents can and ought to caution and 
teach their children to be careful of school property and to use 
books, paper and pencils as though they were of some value, it 
would not only give the teachers more time to instruct their 
pupils in their lessons, but it would lessen our taxes or lengthen 
our schools. It is only one of the ways parents can help the 
teachers, and thereby help their own children.
